What Is the New 
Half Dollar Like? 


The new half dollar is al- 
so a three layered coin. But 
it is the silver standard 


bearer of the new coinage. 


Its outer faces are an alloy 
of 80 percent silver and 20 
percent copper. The inner 
core is 21 percent silver and 
79 percent copper. The 80 
percent silver content of 
the faces of the new half 
dollar make it almost indis- 
tinguishable from the tra- 
ditional 90 percent silver 50 
cent piece. The new half 
dollar has an overall 40 per- 
cent silver content. 
Do the New Coins Have 
Different Designs? 
No. The new dime, quart- 


“er and half dollar have the 
same designs as the old 


ones. All new coins — the 
dime, quarter, and half dol- 
lar — are dated 1965 and 
will continue to be dated 
1965 until all shortages dis- 
appear. 

Why Did the United States 
Greatly Reduce the Use 
Of Silver in Coins? 

Primarily because there 
is a world shortage of sil- 
ver. The artistic and indus- 
trial demand for silver, to 
say nothing of the use of 
silver in coinage, far ex- 
ceeds the amount of silver 


being mined. 


Another important reason 
is the ever-increasing de- 
mand for coins by an ex- 
panding American popula- 
tion. 

The silver for the United 
States coins has come for 
many years from the Treas- 
ury’s silver stock. But to

Coin books can 
make money for you whe- 
ther buying or selling, and 
for those of you particular-

cents examined for com- 
parison the outline of the 
“Ghost of Lincoln” appears 
to be slightly depressed. 
On these three specimens 
the outline of the “Ghost 
of Lincoln” appears to be 


. raised above the plane sur- 


face in some portions of 
the outline. 


(6) Two of the three 
specimens have one addi- 
tional strike and the third 
specimen has evidence of a 
third strike. All extra 
strikes are rotated coun- 
ter-clock-wise and _ are 
weak. Except for the third 
strike on one coin, which 
shows faint doubling of the 
“64” -of the date, the other 
additional strikes are ro- 
tated approximately 23 de- 
grees counter-clock - wise. 
Each shows a faint and 
partial doubling of the 
motto, the head of Lincoln 
and the date. Two speci- 
mens show a partial extra 
‘Liberty” on Lincoln’s 
coat.

While we were being indoctrinat- 
ed into the wsys of life-in Mex- 
itan prisons, the wheels of ‘“Jus- 


tice” in Mexico were slowly turn- 


ing. The judge to whom our ap- 
peal was assigned finally got back 
- frorff his vacation around the first 
of March. By the middle cf 
March he reached his decision, 
which, in essence, was that we 
were not guilty of fraud, but we 
might be guilty of attempt to de. 
fraud. Our case was therefore 
sent back to judge number one, 
Gamboa, but the charges were 
changed to attempt to defraud, 
an offense that is bondable in 
Mexico. This happened on a 
Thursday, and according to Mex- 
ican law, Judge Gamboa had 
twenty four hours to set our 
bonds. 

Our attorney called on Gamboa 
Friday morning and was told that 
he was too busy to see him. He 
waited around for several hours, 
and finally the judge’s secretary

told him that he would be: able to 
see him Saturday morning, and at 
that time he would set the bonds.

It is different in Mexico than it 
is in the United States when it

Well, Monday morning our at- 
torney went with all our wives to 
the bonding company to find out 
what was necessary. It turned out 


‘that they would accept property 


bonds on the three Mexicans that 
were in with me, but for me they 
said it would be necessary to fur- 
nish a bond backed by a bank in 
the United States. To make sure 
exactly what was required, we 
had my attorney in Fort Worth 
phone the bonding company so 
that he could arrange everything 
to their satisfaction. 

My three companions were bail- 
ed out that Monday afternoon, and 
we all figured that I would join 
them on the outside within the 
next two days as my Fort Worth 
attorney had phoned back saying 
that he was arranging all the nec- 
essary papers and that he would 
fly down with them on Tuesday. 
This being the case, I told my 
companions that there was no 
sense in leaving the _ice chest, 
stove, etc., just for a day or two,

It seems that the 
Mexican bonding company had by 
this time decided that the only 
acceptable bond for me would be 
U.S. dollars deposited with them 
in the full amount of $44,000.00. 

I might mention that in the int- 
erim, my companions who had 
been released tried to post a 
property bond for me, as they 
owned quite a bit of property in 
Mexico, well over the value plac- 
ed on me by Gamboa. This was 
not acceptabie. 

It all boiled down to cold cash, 
and I did not possess $44,000.00 
in cold cash, but we figured that 
in a couple of weeks we could 
raise the money by selling off and 
pawning a lot of my stock of 
coins. Of course this takes time, 
and by this time every day seem- 
ed to me longer than the next. 
The uncertainty is much harder 
to take. If I had been told that 
I was going to have to spend a 
definite amount of time in jail, I . 
would have just resigned myself — 
to spending the time there and it 
would have been much easier.
